Quenching, and we have had it down and 
under Foot.

Thefe are the Ruines 
of their Cavfe, in the Cavities whereof 
 fuch fecret Fires lurk, fuch Mifchiefs are 
_ Conceal’d, that you cannot be too cauti- 
Ous or too wary to prevent the frequent 
breakings out of the Flame. 
Tis to this Caution I perfwade, and I 
’ fincerely wifh, the Effects may rather prove 
thefe Cautions Impertinent, than to hear 
~ you Ackowledge their needful and feafona-

I proceed therefore to Expofe and Difco-
